3AGIXAW Mixixc. Camp. 
Pima ( ' Ari. Ter.

E ditor T f.leg r a p h : 


Dear Sir:—Having a little leisure 
time and think ing that a description of 
our camp m ight interest your many 
readers, I have ventured to send the 
follotving: 
The Saginaw mines are located in 
Pim a county b mile» southwest of Tuc­ 
son. 
On the north we can see the C at­ 
alina mountain, while 011 the south the 
Santa Rita range shotvs itself about 50 
milts away. 
The camp is located in 
the midst of a vast basin composed 
mainly of rock l^earing the precious 
metals. * 
The company has a number of claims 
but at present wo are only tak ing ore 
out of the Dak ota. 
The mill 1» located 
at the mouth of the Saginaw mine 
which is not being work ed at present 
on account of water in the shaft. 
No 
doubt many of your readers are famil­ 
iar with mines, but |*erhaps a short dt- 
scription of the mode of wui*k might be 
interesting, so 1 will describe it as best 
1 can. 
When the vein is hx:ated the m ire 
foreman starts a perpendicular shaft 
for .the purpose of ascertaining the 
width and depth of the vein und con­ 
tinues down until he is fifty feet under- 
gi'ound, when he mak es a ‘*cr iss cut’' 
or horizontiil shaft on either sideof tne 
main shaft which is mainly used for- 
storing ore which is brought up from 
below, while waiting a chance to be 
hoisted to the surface 
Should future 
developments )>rovo that they are going 
away from the main body of ore, be 
resumes 
work 
on the “ cross cut" 
which is then called a “ drift,’’ which 
he work s in until the ore giyes out, 
The ore is brought to the surface by a 
windlass, which is called a “ whim.” 
After the ore reaches the top of the 
.shaft 
it 
is 
sorted 
and the high 
grade iso shipped 
to 
the 
smelter, 
while the low grade is sent to the mill 
where it is crushed, mixed with water 
and then run through the concentra­ 
tor. 
This latter is a wonderful ma­ 
chine. 
It consists of a large table 
which is connected to the motive power 
by heavy springs, which cause the 
table to oscillate gently at each revo­ 
lution of the shaft. 
The ore is fed into 
the “ Huntington,’’ or grinder, and 
mixed with water, after w-hieh the pulp 
thus made passes through long troughs 
into the concentrator, where it spreads 
out over the table, the movement of 
which causes the traillngs or waste 
m atter to pass olY, while the valuable 
metal is gently pushed otT the end of 
the table into a tank of clear water, 
which enables the table man to exam ­ 
ine bis results at any time. 
T he con­ 
centrates, as they are called, are the 
results of this process, which concen­ 
trates the metal in a given number of 
tons into one. 
This is of great value to 
shippers, for where the concontratii n 
runs as high as 10 to 1, the shipper 
pays the freight on one ton while he 
has all the metal tha t was contained 
in the 10 tons, and has saved the freig ht 
on 9 tons of worthless material. 
After 
the concentrates have remained in the 
fresh water for some little time they 
are spread out in the sun to dry, after 
which they are put into canvas sack s 
and are then ready for shipment. 
We have in this camp gold, elher, 
copper and lead in large quantitie^, 
while iron, zinc and several others oc­ 
cur more or less frequently. 
The prin­ 
cipal claims in the camp are Saginaw, 
Saginaw No. 1 and No. 2, Palo Verde, 
Dak ota, 
Iowa, Rattlesnak e and Mc- 
Ginty. 
There are a large number of 
mine» in southern Arizona, but we are 
the nearest to Tuc» on. T he San Xavier 
mines are about 7 miles south of Sagi­ 
naw, 
but 
their ores 
hold 
silver 
and copi>er, so tha t we have nothing 
to fear from them. 
W e are putting 
in new machinery and in a very short 
time these mines will be very near the 
head of Arizona producers. 
I venture 
this prediction on ray own account so 
tha t I can be watched, and in that 
way show whether I have told the 
truth. 
W e have about 25 at work now and 
expect to increase the force as occasion 
requires. 
W e have lately struck a 
very rich strip of ore and one miner 
said he did not mind the heat at all 
when he could get out stuff lik e that. 
It seems to bo a pleasure to them to 
k now tha t they are getting out rich 
ore, for they are always happy over 
every new find. 
T he climate here is 
delightful, especially in tlie winter. 
This is the rainy season, but we have 
had only one shower so far. 
It i» 
quite warm here during the day but 
the nights have been cool until last 
night, which was the|hotte8t I'have seen 
since I struck Arizona. 
I was sorry to 
read tha t you had been having such 
hot weather back east, 
and I can 
assure you tha t I feel for you and 
would adv’se you to come to Arizona 
and not stay in such a hot country. 


Standing in the door of my office, i oar. 
see six or eight different k inds of cac­ 
ti. from 4 inches 
in height to 
and 40 feet. 
The Palo X'erde (green tree) Mes­ 
quite and,’cactus.are*about|all'that grow 
here in the vicinity of the mine, but 
with irrigation this could be made 
quite a garden spot. 
W e are about 
three miles from the P apago Indian 
reservation and we see 
them very 
often as they bring wood to the mine. 
W e have a wagon tha t goes to town 
every day, so tha t we k eep in touch 
with the outside world, which is a 
great benefit. 
I must close for this lime and go to 
the mill, where I help look after the 
concentrate» in the afternoon.

Hor**s are essentially creatu res of 
habit; of gentle, confiding dispositions 
j bu t excessively nervou s; timid, at time* 
irritable, and prone to resist strenu ou s 
| ly anything that frightens them. 
If, for 
example, you pu t a rope halter on an 
j u nbrofcen colt and tie him to a post, the 
more the rope cu ts into his tender -k in 
the greater will be his stru ggles, while 
he will soon yield to a halter that in­ 
flicts no pain. 
Throu gh nervou s fright horses some 
times become panic strick en and abso­ 
lu tely u ncontrollable. 
They su ffer also 
occasionally from what, for want of 
better name, may be called “ nervou s 
paralysis,” when they seem to be phys­ 
ically incapable of motion. 
This con­ 
dition is almost invariably the resu lt of 
bru tal treatment, and the only reason­ 
able explanation of it is that the first 
emotion arou sed in the horse by pu nish­ 
ment is fear; that when he finds that 
he cannot escape anger and a spirit of 
resistance are mingled with his fright, 
and that these combined emotions pro­ 
du ce this morbid state. 
The horse is qu ick to tak e advantage 
of the ignorance or the fear of those 
who control him. 
As compared with 
the dog, he is somewhat slow of com 
prehension, bu t he differs from the « leg 
in this also— that he seldom becomes 
‘too old to 'learn new trick s,” and his 
memory is so retentive that he never 
forgets what he has once thorou ghly 
learned. 
it may also be set down as a ru le, 
with bu t few exceptions, that he intends 
to do ju st right. 
If he err, it is from 
ignorance, pain or fright, rarely from 
stu bbornness or vice. 
This seems to be 
generally u nk nown or at least disre­ 
garded, for of all animals the horse is 
the least u nderstood, the most harshly 
ju dged and u nju stly treated, and for the 
least infraction of discipline he is too 
often bru tally pu nished. 
If men who 
train horses wou ld control their tem­ 
pers and endeavor to ascertain the cau se 
of flic animal's misbehavior, they wou ld 
find that there is of ten a good excu se for 
his actions. 
The eye is the best index to the ani 
tnal’s feelings. 
The ears are very ex 
pressive, 
bu t they do not reveal so 
plainly the emotions that are dominat­ 
ing him as the eye does. 
Therefore 
stu dy the eye with its varying expres­ 
sions, and when you can read its mean­ 
ing you liold the k ey to one of the chief 
secrets of su ccessfu l horse training. 
The horse shou ld be convinced that 
resistance is u seless, hu t do not be im­ 
patient or harsh. 
Remember that su c­ 
cess is the reward of u nwearied pa­ 
tience. 
If you fail at first, k eep trying 
u ntil yon su cceed. 
Do not be discou r­ 
aged if you do not seem to mak e mu ch 
progress. You r task may tak e week s or 
even months, bu t if you persevere you 
will triu mph. 
While it is tru e that with some horses 
the whip mu st he occasionally u sed, it 
shou ld be the very last resort, and re 
member always that one, or at most 
two, cu ts and a few sternly spok en 
words are more 
efficaciou s than an 
hou r’s pu nishint nt. 
There is no more 
viciou s or false idea than that a horse is 
benefited by a “ sou nd thrashing.” On 
the contrary, it is the very worst thing 
you can do, becau se the horse’s recollec­ 
tion of the pain and the fright occa­ 
sioned by it is more vivid and endu ring 
than his remembrance of why it was 
administered, and at you r next lesson 
he is nervou s and afraid and at the least 
note of ang» r in you r voice (for horses 
ju dge the mood of the trainer by his 
manner and his tone of voice) he may 
become almost u ncontrollable in his ef­ 
forts to escape the expected flagellation. 
It is a safe ru le for any one having a 
hasty temper not to have a whip at 
hand. 
The temptation to u se it may be 
too great. And it is also wise not to at­ 
tempt to t(,ach him when you are in a 
bad hu mor, for if he does not do ju st 
right you will probably vent some of it 
on him. 
When whipping is u sed only as a last 
resort, the necessity for it seldom arises. 
As the horse mak es progress in his edu ­ 
cation he u nderstands better what is re­ 
qu ired of him and transgresses less fre­ 
qu ently, and nearly always a sou nd rat­ 
ing when he k nows that be is misbe­ 
having is su fficient. 
Smetimes when 
this is disregarded a slap wirh the open 
hand will cau se instant obedience. 
There are two forms of pu nishment, 
or rather bru tality, that are inexcu sa­ 
ble u nder any circu mstances— these are 
strik ing a horse over the head, no m at­ 
ter how light the blow, and k ick ing 
him— and aside from their inhu manity 
there is great danger of permanently in­ 
ju ring him. 
Whenever du ring a lesson 
a colt or you ng horse becomes heated 
and angry, cease at once, and if you 
have been impatient and abu sed him 
k eep away from him and do not ap­ 
proach him u ntil he has forgotten the 
occu rrence. 
Be soothing and gentle in you r m an­ 
ner and you r tone of voice. 
Win his * 
confidence, and you will never regret it, 
for then

After mu ch preliminary thou ght and 
many consu ltations with others I pre­ 
pared and sent to him a very creditable 
invitation to attend ou r fair and deliver 
an address on any su bject that he chose.
